mand “recognition,'’ sll press apon the new

President. Every expeciant goes to Wash-
ington with his own ideas of his services to
the party. As these ideas are only limited by
the vanity or the smbition of esch particalar
oandidate, a slight knowledge of human natare
will show the vastness and turbulence of the
currents of office-beggars which sweep aronnd
the President. We presnme there sre ten
men asking for office to one Lhat can be ap-

pointed. The disappointments that cois from
this form a large part of the vexation and
oriticism which attend the begiuning of every
new administration.

There is also a peculiar tronble attending
any new Government that begins with the

lioy of reform. (ieueral Graut ia the Presi-

ent of reform. The Republivan party dwelt
upon that feature of its platform with repeated
emphasis. We kuow how slow every reform
must be—how patiently an administration
muast labor to accomplish 1t, and how very
difieult it is to realize the dreswms of enthusi-
astio and imaginative supportera. Andrew
Johnson was a bad President, and the tone of
our Government was redoced by bim to &
lower pitch than at any former period of our
history. It was bad swough under Jackson
and Tyler; but with all their fanits they com-
manded personal respect. Mr. Johozon was
disliked Loth as & man and & Presidunt, except
by a small circle of bad men. This dislike
culminated in a yearuing for Grant, 8o general,
80 deep, we might almost say so plaintive and
gentimental, that when it was really koown
he was President the joy was rapturons and
exulting. Men gald in their gladuess: —"Now
we shall have peace, security, reform, econo-
my, strength, good harvests, gtimulated com-
merce, & better currency, and wvery blessing
of good government.' Well, men may vow
reformation, and declare that ssven half-panny
loaves shall be gold for & penuy! When an
unpopular minister was oues overthrown in
Eogland the poets savg of a mioistry by
which “‘private life’’ conld be by “wise aocts
reclalmed,’’ and ardent youth to nobler man-
ners framed. The fall of Disraeli and the
accession of Gladstone and Bright we Lhave no
doubt meant to many hopetul Englishmen the
instant remedy of every ¢vil nuder which the
British people have suflferad—Irelaud paoitiad,
labor happy and more content. These good
results, and all good results, only come with
patience and effort and time !

After a fever the body is weak, and after
dissipation the mnatural sonrces sre clogged
and sluggish. Thas it is with man—and to &
certain gense with nations! We have gone
thropgh a war, and have been dissipating with
an inflated onrrenoy, and & vast debt, and &
weskened credit, and wasting our sabstance
in & hundred ways. For eight years we have
guffered from the war and Andrew Johuson,
and because the President in the twenty five
days of his government has not succesded in
resouing us from all these ovils, he ia held ap
to public goorn as a failure—as a ruler who
does not comprehend the daties of his station
—a8 A mere ‘‘man on horseback,’’ insensible
to the wants and wishes of the country, Hehas
done nothing but blunder, we are told! His
Cabinet is a “‘blunder.”” Wall, lst us look at
that! The Secretary of State cannot have a
policy less in harmony with the coautry than
that of the former ‘‘deacon,’”’ The Ssoretary
of the Treasury is as much better than the
one who pmoodvod bim as it is possible for com-
parison to express. In the place of Browning
and his Indian and railroad sosndals, we have
a man of commanding ability and puarity of
character. Randall has given place to Cres-
well, and Hvarts resigns the office which ke
bought with a prioe, to one of the wisest and
best men in Massachusetta. Mr. Borie tales
experience, culture, respectability, puority of
oharacter, and business emioencs into the
offios where Mr. Welles has sav so long like
the Old Man of the Sea.

Rewards of the Political Abolitionists,
From the N. ¥. World,

The great auti-glavery movement by whioch
the country waa precipitated iato a bloody
vivil war derived its ohie! impulse from
political ambition. Tne Garrison-Phillips
abolitioniste were indeed mers fanatios, or, if
youn please, philanthropiats, withont politioal
hopes or aspirations; but if the anti-slavery
movement had besn left in their hands, it
wounld have resulted ir mothing bot emply
agitation among & small band of headiong,
exvitable people. It was pot till calenlating
politicians took it up, and saw that politioal
eapital conld be made out of it, that it as-
snmed formidable proportions and con-
valged the country. The politiciang did
not aim at the abolition of slavery, but
to play upon the matural repugnance of
Northern oitizens to that institution,
as & means of building up & political
party and guining control of the Federal
Government, They steadily disclaimed any
intention to disturb slavery in the States.
By preventing its extension into new Terri-
tories, they would not have released a single
pegro from thraldom. A negro would be
noue the less a elave by confinipg him within
certain geographical limits, The anti-slavery
politicians did not seek to confer freedom on
the blacks, but only to open a career for their
own ambition, Blavery was at length abolished
by the suicidal folly of the South in attempt-
ing to sever the Union; an attempt which was
certain to be resisted by arms, and to end, if
the war was protracted, in the overthrow
of the institulion for whose protec
tion the war was waged. It is absard
to credit the Republican party with a
resilt which it mever had in contemplation
until after the shock of arms had shaken
slavery to ita foundations. That the aim of
the party was merely political and sellish is
proved by the faot that it steadily disavowed
any intention to confer liberly npon a single
human being. Not many slaves would have
been taken into the new Territories, when
the climate was unsuited to their labor. A
few might have been carried thither as domes-
tic servanta in wealthy families, the most easy
and desirable form of servitude. Slaves in
new Territories would have found animproved
condition and kinder treatment, The Repub-
lican politivians must be jndged by what they
aimed at; they deserve no credit for what was
accomplisbed by the progress of events and
the force of ciroumstances.

The rewards of the most noted Republican
leaders have been pretty well proportioned to
their deserts. There is hardly & man who was
conspicuous and influential in inspiring the
anti-slavery movement and bailding up the
Republican party, whoie fundest hopes have
not been blasted, whose career has not ended
in bitter disappointment, who hag nol found
the coveted fruit turn to ashes in his moath.
Mr. Sewnrd, altogether the ablest and perhaps
the most ambitions politician in the Kepubli-
oan party, has gone into final retirement after
a long succession of bitter and humiliating
disappointments. Ten years ago there was no
member of the Republican party who, if asked
to name the first man in it, wonld have hesi-
tated an inpstant to say William H,
Seward. He was its universally re-
coguized leader, its foremost statesman,
the originator of its ideas, the anthor of
its watchwords, the chief object of Democratio
attacks and of Republican eulogies, its one
orator who spoke with the greatest weight of
authority, the one man whose every utterance
was promptly published in every sfubllcan
newspaper and eagerly read by ovor{e tepubli-
can voter. It was he that nursed the Repub-
lican party into vigor; that shaped its polivy:
that strengthened ita organization; that confl-
dently, and not unreasonably, expected to be
its offivial a8 well as its intelleotunal head, if it
should ever be atronﬂenough to elebt a Presi-
dent. Buot Nemesis is ever on the watoh, and
it was Mr, Seward’s destiny to be constantly
supplanted by small rivals, constantly sub-
jected to the keen humiliatfon of seeing ele-
vated over his head men whose claims on the
party bore no proportion io his own.

Another of the Republican leaders who has
encountered from the party an inocessant series
of slights is Mr, Greeley. Withont him and
his newapaper the anti-slavery agitation wounld
have made comparatively little progress
among the masses of the people, Bat the
party has never bestowed npon him any of
the recognition and rewards by which politioal
services are nsually requited. He was once a
mewmber of Congress for a brief period to fill
out the fraction of an nuexpire‘r’tﬁrm; but
that was while he was simply a Whig, long
before the Republican party Lad an existence.
The party which Le, next to SBeward, some
may think beyond Beward, has done more
than avy other man to build up, has never
paid him the compliment even of a nomina-
tion to auy desirable office, although it has
for mavy years bad the bestowal of nearly all
the offices in the conntry. It has pever nowmi-

again refused to eleot him BSenstor; he has
never had the ofler of a place in the Cabinet
or of a foreign mission.

The anti-slavery ohisfs have not only failed
in their aspirations for office, but they have
vearly all made shipwreck of their popnlarity
with the party which they oreated. The Re-
publican party no lovger trests with honor,
affection, eatesm, or trust, sither Seward, or
Chase, or Greelsy, or Fremont, or the Blairs,
or Cawmeron, or Weed, or any of thes men
whose energy, astutevess, and inflaepce onlled
the party into existencs, monlded its organi-
zation, and led it to viotory. The fruits of
their ambition cannot be better degsoribed than
in the words of Webster in that striking pas-
sage of his reply to Hayne in which he gave &
sidelong hit at Calhoun:—“Those who mur-
dered ‘Banqno,’ what did they win by it?
Sabstantial good? Permanent power! Or
disappointment, rather, aud sore mortifioation:
dust and ashes, the common fate of vaulting
ambition overleaping itself '

The Campaigning Season in Europe.
From the N. Y, Times,

The campaigning season in Earope is now
here, nud two slight simultaneouns movements
of Prussia and France have beralded its
comivg. The former power has mobilized its
troops in the western provinoces, and in-
stantly therenpon the latter has demanded
an “‘explanation,’ pending which it has pat
an eénd to the winter's furloughs, and or-
dered all officers and privates now on leave of
absence Lo rejoin their regiments on the lst
of April. Iu addition to this, we have the
nupleasant and suspicious relations between
France sud Belginm—so much, and nothiog
more, 83 the sum of dizquieting military
ramors.

Clearly, therefore, there is as yet nothing
alarming in the news. The Prussian action
ia explicable; the French demand for ex-
planation is natural; aud the latter’'s recall of
furloughed officers snd men is an ordinary
procedure, Bupposs, however, the Prnssian
answer should be evasive and nosatisfactory;
iu that case {t might possibly be constrned as
the “insult’” which the Fremch Mioister of
War is preparing againet, and we shonld have
ingtant war. We muost remember also that,
after the experience of ths Austro-Frussian
war, begun in May, and finished ere midsum-
mer, a tranquil winter no longer gnarantees a
peacefnl spring. Nations always armed cap-a-
pid mneed sound vo warning note of prepara-
tion, and can let & word be quivkly followed
by a bLlow.

Neverthelesa, taking all into account, we
cannot look for war yet. Wae do not believe,
however, with the Paris corregpondent of the
Britieh Army and Navy (Gazetle, that the Bal-
gian business will end in the French Govern-
ment's hanging down its head and looking
penitent, while Marshal Niel is forced to pat
himesli in & corner, “‘thrust a floger tnto his
wouth and sob.” Oo the contrary, the recent
French action shows that the Government i
going to begin the season with prompt action;
despising. to be sure, the taunts and irrita-
tions of Prugsian papers, but overlooking no
action of the Berlin Uevernmsnt, The pre-
sent, meanwhile, is an important moment,
The authority already quoted has prophesied
that *if the French Emperor means flighting
this year, he will open the ball in about a
month, when the six-months-leave men join
their respective corps.’” For a few days or
weeks, therefore, all eyes will turn toward the
Rhine.

Our Financial and Political Plunderers.
From the N. ¥. Herald.

When our war for the congolidation of the
Union broke out, government was a pleasure,
not & burden, to the country. HKverythin
flourished, and indefinite expansion inviteﬁ
internal and external enterprise. Oar com-
merce, so absolutely essential to national
greatness, was the boast of the nation, and in
every por'f. we waged a generous rivalry with
the Earopean maritime nations for the carry-
ing trade of the world. Our foreign or regis-
tered tonvage in 1857 was 2,463,967 tons, In
1867,it had decreased to 1 215,812 tons, allow-
ing for the unew system of measurement.
Thege figure a deorease of over fifty per cent.
in ten years. It will be said that the Loglish
piratical expeditions cansed this. They cer-
tainly did not cause a decrease in our domestic
inlaud tonnage, which was, in 1804, 3,404,500
tone, and in 1567, 2,262 942 tons—a decrease
of thirty-three per cent. in three years.

Onr national debt in 1560 was less than
gixty five millions of dollars. It Is to-day over
two thousand flve Lundred millions. The ex-
penges of administration were then estimated
at sixty-two willions; now they have swollen
to over thres hundred millions. In 1860 the
President, in his avnuasl message, in speaking
of the inauces and compsaring the Government
expenditures with thoze ol previous years,
saldi—“An overflowing Treasury had pro-
dneed habits of prodigality aud extravaganoce
which conld only be gradually cdorrected.”
If this was was sald of 18060, what should be
said of 1660 Three huandred millions of
dollers administrative expenses against abont
one-filth that amount in 1860! And yet we
bave vot grown five iimes a8 large, have

not five times the population, commerce,
nteroal  trade, aud  general national
development we had in 1560, It is trne one
bnudred and forty millions of onr expendi-
| turea go for interesy; but sixty milllons go for
olvil gervios, the latter, an enormons amount
for the purpose, 13 about equal to our whole
oxpenses eight yeura sgo.  While all these
Hpanciael and comwercial evils have been

They gathered frow the ddbris of the war, from
the wreck of our commerce, from the national
debt, and [rom Lhe many svils that the last
eight years have spgralted upon usd, sll t_lu
elements of financial snd comsequent political
comruplion, sud have rolled them nnder the
wings of that sngust old ben, the Bonate of
the Lulted Siates. There she sits in her wis-

dom, meunted upon the hundreds of millions
of annual epolls, olocking aod clnoking over
the egge, twisting them, turoing them, snd
trying to hatch something acosptable from
them. The only prodaot that marka the last
fonr years of mﬂ Senatorial incubation is the
Tennre-of Office act, and to thia bird of evil
umen the Benate clings with as maoh tenacity
as any old hen ever clung to a single chicken.

We have in a few bold dashes shown onr
fivavoial and commeroial condition. Wa pre-
gemt the piotare to the Senate. Dees it sup-
pora that the npation will tolerate it mnoh
longer if it olinga to and protects everything
ihat threatens politioal dissolntion aud the
ruin of our prosperity ! It mistakes the tem-
per of onr people. We ara not made of such
poor wmaterisl, The refusal to repeal the
Tennre-of Office act after the people, by eleot-
ipg Grant, repealed it by their votes, shows
to-day that the Benate ia in confliot with the
people, who fancy that they placed the Sena-
tors in their geats to make such laws as the
States North and Sonth desire. Instead of
taking this view of it, the Benate has beoome
go corrnpt that, in its blindpess, it imagines
that it is simply a party instroment placed in
power to control the vast wealth of the uation
and make such laws as the subtle brains of the
men bebind the gcenes may suggest as neoces-
sary lo increase the plunder.

Death sometimes oconrs bacsnas the reme-
dy is applied too late. It is often g0 in the
history of nations. The people have too often
waited until the wail of revolution was forcad
from them by the very weight of intolarable
government. The people of the Unfited States
have the gense to profit by historical prece-
dent, and reasowfrom It. They will not wail
unti! the Benate, after destroying the Execn-
tive power, nsurps also that of the judiclary,
and enthrones itsell upon the ruius of our

Conetitation, They will at once decide
that it is  better for the mation
to overturn the Sepate than to have

the Sepate go on in its usurpations until
it overtnros the nation. Both thess measares
would be revolutionary; but a lesser revolu-
tion at once is better than a great revolation
in the future. The former would be effected
while the people have yet some religious,
political, and finanocial morals which the ruin-
ous Senatorial legislation hag not yet tonched.
By waiting a few years longer there may be
but little of this left, and the way may be well
prepared for a revolutiom out of which we
might only bope te emerge by a desperate
struggle of years, and by the retracing after-
wards of the retrograde step with which the
Benate now threatens na. We say the people
in preferénce to the Senate, and down with the
Benate rather than down with the people!
